PROPOSED VACATION-TRAVEL 
COUNCIL COULD DOUBLE

Governor Brennan favorably re-+ 
ceived recommendations from 16 
Tepresentatives of the state’s vaca- 
tion-travel industry, including the 
Greater Bethel Chamber of Com- 
merce, which among other items 
called for creation of a Vacation- 
Travel Council.

Much enthusiasm is being shown 
over plans for celebrating New- 
ry’s 175th anniversary in the sum- 
mer of 1980, Newry was incorpo- 
rated as a Town June 15, 1805, 15 
years before Maine became a state, 

- while the area was part of Massa- 
chusetts. Realizing that it would 
take a lot of time, work and plan- 
ning to prepare for this event, the 
Selectmen placed an article in the 
warrant for this year’s Town Meet- 
ing, to see if the Town wished to 
appropriate a sum of money for the 
purpose, to appoint committees, 
ete. The article was well received 
and $350 was appropriated. The 
Selectmen were authorized to ap- 
point a committee. At their meet- 
ing March 7 Helen Morton, Julie 
Daye and Robert Lowell were ap- 
pointed. It is expected that they, 
in turn will appoint sub commit- 
tees. Helen Morton was on the 
committee when Newry celebrated 
its 150th anniversary in 1955. Oth- 
ers on the committee were Robert 
Davis and Warren Powers. At that 
time a History of the Town of 
Newry was written by Carrie 
Wight. Since the supply of this 
history has been exhausted and 
many people have expressed a de- 
sire to have a copy, it has been 
Suggested that the history be 
brought up to date and reprinted.

The Division of Community Ser- 
vices announced this week that 
the Emergency Energy Assistance 
Program will. be reopened in 
Maine this week when the State 
received $267,500. This Federally 
funded program will be available 
to eligible recipients not served 
by the program last year,

The program will provide assis- 
tance to elderly and low income 
households wha experienced an en- 
ergy-related emergency . between 
Jan, 1, 1978 and May 1, 1978 AND 


who were not previously served - 


by the Emergency Energy Assis- 
tance Program in April, May and 
June of 1978, . 

A second program, the Winter 
Emergency Assistance Program 
(WEAP) will begin in three or 
four weeks. WEAP will provide 
funds to respond to winter-related 
energy crises which endanger the 
health and survival] of eligibble 
low income households during the 
1978-79 ‘winter. 

The state of Maine will receive 
$331,500 in WEAP funds and $1,- 
998,000 in Supplemental WEAP 
funds. 

Applications for WEAP, when it 
begins, will also be taken by the 
local Community Action Agencies. 

The Maine State Grange invited 
a group of Legislators to join them 
for lunch this week. I enjoyed 
meeting James Shores, Master, 
and our tour of the State Grange. 
We have seVeral active Granges in 
my Legislative district and I have 
visited several of ‘them to meet 
with area residents. Mr. Shores en- 
couraged us to continue to keep in 
touch with them and help to util- 
ize their ofganization. 

The committee on Fisheries and 
Wildlife heard the evidence to 
place a bounty on Coyotes ‘and re- 
ported the legislation out of com- 
mittee as a 12 to 1 ought not to 
pass report. The Legislature de- 
bated this bill until the evidence 
was aired by the committee’s mem- 
bers and the report was accepted. 

I am concerned that the srow- 
ing population of the coyote is a 
serious problem in our area, but 
I did not support this legislation 
because it required the Inland 
Fisheries and Wildlife Dept. to 
foot the bill from current reven- 
ues which come from license fees 
primarily. The fact that the bounty 
would be paid to anyone who 
transported the animals into the 
State would make it profitable to 
the residents along the New Hamp- 
*shire border. 

The Sportsman Alliance of 
Maine opposed this bil] and sug- 
gested opening an earlier trap- 
ping season for the coyote, at 
least in the northern area of the 
State. 

The committee is looking into 
a trapping season and trying to 
find funds that were not dedicat- 
ed to endorsement by the War- 
den Service,

those in the addition only slightly 
less, There are large closets for 
storage in the main building and 
in the addition, A library has been 
built in a portion of the central 
area of the main building.

and the decrease in the amount of 
funds carried forward from the 
previous year. 


Health/Welfare/Sanitation: Pro- 
posed increases in the Landfill 
account and Plumbing Inspection 
Account are more than offset by 
decreased requests for General As- 


_sistanee and the Ambulance Ser- 
vice accounts, The total request fpr, 


Health/ Welfare/ Sanitation reflects 
a decrease of $180 from last year’s 
request, 


Other Articles: Article 11 asks 
the voters to consider the appro- 
priation of $5,500 for vehicle im- 
provements in the Fire Depart- 
ment. It is proposed to purchase 
a used oil fruck with a capacity 
of approximately 2,500 gallons to 
replace the 1961 Chevrolet tank 
truck chassis which is in poor 
condition. Funds would also be us- 
ed to change the tank from the 
vehicle to be replaced to the new- 
est chassis. The present tank on 
the newest chassis would be dis- 
carded. 

The request in Article 12 for 
$400 for Memorial Day is the same 
as the request in 1978. This money 
is used by the American Legion 
to place flags on the graves of 
veterans, 

Article 13 requests $50 for 
WCBB Chan. 10 Educational Tele- 
vision. WCBB requested $350. from 
the Town, however, the Selectmen 
and Budget Committee recommend 
the appropriation of $50, the same 
aS was appropropriated in 1978. 

The request in Article 14 for $25 
for the Mdine White House Con- 
ference on Libraries is for the 
town to assist in supporting a 
conference where citizens from all 
regions of the state will be brought 
together to examine Maine’s Lib- 
rary and information resources 
and to make sugggstions for -im- 
proving library services in ‘the 
State. Stan Howe will be represent. 
ing Bethel at the conference. 

Article 15 asks the voters to 
consider the appropriation of 
funds for the Bethel Chamber of 
Commerce to assist them in tourist 
Promotion activities. The Cham- 
ber requested $250, however, both 
the .Selectmen and Budget Com- 
mittee recommend that no monies 
be appropriated for this purpose. 

Article 16 asks the town to ap- 
propriate $888 for Androscoggin 
Home Health Service. This yre- 
quest is the same as it has been 
the past three years, 

Article 17 asks the town to ap- 
propriate $2,220 for Tri County 
Mental Health Services. This is 
the same amount as was appropri- 
ated in 1978. This agency has also 
requested funds from the County 
and if the County provides funds, 
the agency’s request from Bethel 
will be decreased. : 

Article 18 requests the town to 
appropriate $1,980 for the Western 
Older Citizen Council. Again this 
request is the same as a year ago, 

In Article, 19, Tri County Fam- 
ily Day Care is requesting $231 
from the town. Last year’s re- 
quest was $75, 

Article 20 asks the town to ap- 
propriate $892 for Oxford County 
Community Services. The request 
includes an increase of $48 over 
last year’s appropriation of $844, 

In Article 21, Oxford County 
Community Services is requesting 
$960 for assistance in operating the 
West Bethel Children's Center. 
This is a new request this year 
caused by the increased need for 
local monies to operate the Day 
Care program at the former West: 
Bethel School. 

Article 22 asks the voters to 
consider the appropriation of funds 
to support Northeast Combat, a 
consumer protection agency locat- 
ed in Bangor. Both the Selectmen 
and Budget Committee recommend 
no appropriation for this purpose.

. It was anticipated at the time 
that this cost would be repaid from 
excess 1973 Sewer Construction 
bond funds, however the amount 
of these excess funds was not 
known, : 

A reimbursement was received 
from federal and state sources of 
$104,524 of which approximately 
$78,000 is committed to expenses 
for that project, leaving excess 
funds totalling about $26,000. 

Therefore it is recommended 
that the Town's share of the Facili- 
ties Plan and Sewer System Eval- 
uation Survey amounting to $3,970 
be paid from these excess funds. 

(Article 26) It is also recom- 
mended that the $3,200 cost for 
preliminary planning with State 
and Federal agencies and the 
preparation of the project grant 
application be paid from these 
funds instead of from the sewer 
systems operating budget. (Article 
25). : 

As the.present sewer system in- 
come and expenses are about 
equal, funding the $3,200 planning 
and grant application preparation 
cost from this source will assist 
in postponing an increase in sew- 
er system service charges. 
WARRANT ARTICLES 34 & 35 

The ordinances -proposed in ar- 
articles 34 and 35 are part of the 
Board of Selectmen's efforts to 
better define and clarify our' pre- 
sent local government. organiza- 
tion. Both of these ordinances fol- 
low the guidelines of state law 
and have been written so as to be 
applicable to a community of Beth- 
el’s size. The Board of Selectmen 
and Planning Board have review- 
ed these ordinances and recom- 
mend that they be adopted by the 
town. 

At the time that Bethel’s current 
Planning Board and Board of Ap- 
peals were. approved by town 
meeting, State statutes regarding 
these Boards were different than 
they are today. 


Planning Board 


In the late ’60s, there was a 
specific statute: which specified de- 
tailed requirements for a Planning 
Board. It was under this statute 
that Bethel’s Planning Board was 
created.

mine what policies to recommend 
to town officials, and citizens. “The 
purpose of the Comprehensive 
Plan,” ‘they say in this introduc- 
tion, “is to identify Bethel’s pre- 
sent and potential needs, to es- 
tablish goals, and to propose poli- 
cies and programs, The implemen- 
tation of this plan will help the 
town of Bethel meet its needs and 
attain goals established by the 
citizens of the town,” 

The board stresses that the pri- 
orities set forth within the plan 
“should be considered suggestions, 
not unchangeable policies.’ They 
speak of planning as a “flexible, 
on-going process” whose “overall 
aim is to anticipate change rather 
than to react to it; its very nature 
requires constant adjustment,” 
They urge Bethel’s citizens to read, 
discuss, and act on their recom- 
mendations as a basis for meeting 
the challenges coming not only in 
the next few years, but in the 
next decade and beyond. 

Among recommendations they 
have given priority in the Com- 
prehénsive Plan are: 

vy To establish a Capital Im- 
provement Program, to integrate 
all the needs of town government 
into a plan that will allow the 
town to set priorities for its pur- 
chases keyed to the town’s ability 
to fund them, The program would 
cover such items as the rebuilding 
of roads, improvements in the 
sewer system, and purchase of ma- 
jor pieces of equipment, and would 
be revised annually. A Capital Im- 
provement Program would enable 
citizens to know how a particular 
item will affect other municipal 
expenditures over the years, and 
assist the town in deciding what 
it can afford year to year. 

yw To conserve energy in all 
projects the town undertakes. 

yy That all land use regulation 
currently in effect in town—sub- 
division regulations, protective or- 
dinances, etc, — be re-examined, 
with a view to deciding what de- 
velopment and conservation poli- 
cies will be most beneficial to the 
town. 

xy Businessmen examine possi- 
ble new commercial and industria] 
development in Bethel. 

vy The town distribute informa- 
fion about the productivity of 
land—agricultural and forest land 
particularly. 

yr Measures to protect the town’s 
water supply and improve its water 
system continue to be determined.

Board of Appeals

current state law. The major rea- 
son for a town to adopt its own 
ordinance is that towns must spe- 
cify what subject thatter the Board 
of Appeals has jurisdiction over. 
This jurisdiction is detailed in 
Section 4 of the proposed ordin- 
ance, 

Again, the intent of this ordin-

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German Diary

Nine other Berlin students, two 
advisors and I spent an interest- 
ing week at the Model United Na- 
tions in Den Haag, Netherlands. 

We left on the duty train in the 
evening of Jan. 22 and transferred 
to a day coach at Hannover at 
2:30 a. m. We boarded a third 
train at Utrecht, Netherlands, and 
arrived in Den Haag around lunch 
time, ’ 
A massive ice storm had hit the 
capitol city the previous day, and 
many enterprising people were 
combatting the transportation 
problem by ice skating along the 
sidewalks, footpaths and canals in 
true Hans Brinker fashion. 

_ We traveled by tram to the In- 
ternational School at Den Haag, 
where. we found sandwiches wait- 
ing. The M. U. N,.ihas been hosted 
iby the International School for the 
(past ten years, and each student at 
the school is involved in some 
facet of this annual project. There 
is. plenty of work to be done in 
planning and carrying out this 
complex affair. 


We spent two hours in the 
school library lobbying for our 
resolutions, trying. to get a dele- 
gation to either co-sponsor our 
resolution by combining theirs 
‘with ours or promise to support it 


in the committee debates and help. 


pass it in the General Assembly. 
Later we were bused to the homes 
of our respective hosts. All the 
hosts were Americans living in 
The Hague who voluntarily open 
their homes each year to high 
school students participating in 
M, U. N. My “family” had two 
young children and had been-in 
Europe with the foreign service 
for several years. 

‘The week's activities took place 
in the Congressgebau, or Hall of 
Congress. The first full day, Wed- 
nesday, was taken up with opening 
speeches given by each country in 
front of the General Assembly. 
The Assembly consisted of. 800 
students: 500 representing schools 
from all over Europe as. weil as 
‘Africa, Asia, and the United States 
and 300 students from The Hague. 
Every school sent one or two del- 
egations of five students, each del- 
egation representing a different 
country. We had two delegations; 
Yugoslavia and South Yemen. The 
delegation researches and adopts 
views, policies, and in some cases, 
the dress of “their” country. 

Thursday was spent in commit- 
tee debate; there were ten com- 
mittees, each concerned with three 
or four issues. Students entered 
committees in which a question 
concerning their country was to be 
brought up. Resolutions on the is- 
sues were debated here, and those 
that were passed by a 34 majority 
vote of the committee were taken 
into the General Assembly the 
following day. Here they: were 
further debated, amended, and 
voted on for the final timie. A reso- 
lution which we supported was 
passed in committee, but on the 
next day it was amended in such 
a way that it went against our 
Policy. We ceased to support it, 
but it was passed. + 

Some points of interest in the 
General Assembly on Saturday in- 
cluded the signing of many peace 
treaties and symbolic walk-outs 
Staged by groups of countries in 
protest to the actions of other 
countries. A simulated “crisis sit- 
uation” was introduced during the 
Jast day in order to involve cotin- 
tries in such an experience. The 
crisis had special significance for 
the Berliners: there had been a 
coup d’etat by the people of East 
Germany and the East and West 
‘Germans were starting to tear 
down “The Wall’. 

Since we weré all representing 
a Communist country, it was hard 
for us to stick with the policy of 
that country during this time. This 
was an issue where our country’s 
view completely contradicted our 
own personal feelings, 

_We were able to do some shop- 
ping in the downtown area, and 
we found it very easy to get ar- 
ound. Almost all of the Dutch 
people speak English; after all, 
Dutch is not widely spoken out- 
Side of the Netherlands. Of ali the 
people from wiliom we had to ask 
directions, only one did not speak 
fluent English. We ate at McDon- 
old's, a very popular restaurant 
in Europe, and we went to see an 
American movie with Dutch siib- 
titles. Looking into a record shop, 
we found great American influ- 
ence. Almost all the popular musi¢ 
was American or British,

Our stopover in Hannover was a 
two hour one, so at 8:30 p. m, we 
set off to explore, The area we 
were in must have been heavily 
bombed during the war. It had 
been rebuilt with attractive mod- 
ern stores, wide streets, and an 
undergound pedestrian mall. There 
was a beautiful old church, and 
we managed to find a good piz- 
zeria, too. We caught the train 
home to Berlin and arrived Mon- 
day morning in time for school.

As one of six chaperones for 
46 Berlin American High School 
Ski Club members (Pam among 
them), I got a chance to see and 
ski the Austrian Alps. We went 
by duty train to Frankfurt and 
had an eight hour ‘bus ride to 
Berchtesgaden, This Bavarian town 
is located in the south-eastern cor- 
ner of Germany, near the Austri- 
an border. The Armed Forces Rec- 
reation Center here consists of 
several hotels, ski areas, instruc- 
tion, ski shops and entertainment 
centers, 

‘Our group stayed at the Gen- 
eral Walker Hotel, a beautiful 


‘building overlooking the town of 


Berchtesgaden. This was formerly 
used by the elite SS troops in 
Hitler's time. The area has much 
historical significance, since it was 
Hitler’s favorite retreat, The area 
was heavily bombed once in 1945, 
but the hotel, the famous Eagle's 
nest and many fortified bunkers 
were left intact. 

While most of our group were 
learning to ski that week, 14 of 
us were on a Ski Austria Week 
Program. Each morning, at 7:15 11 
students and three adults boarded 
a bus with a dozen other ski en- 
thusiasts for a ride to a different 
ski area in Austria. Our first three 
days we skied at Lofer, Arberg, 
and Flachau-Wagrain‘ these were 
in the San Johann area. 

Each -day-we would ride several 
lifts to get to the kind of skiing 
we wanted at about. 1700-1900. me- 
ters. Due to an unustial pressure 
area over the Alps (similar to dur 
Chinook), there has. been little 
snow in southern Germany and 
Austria. We had nice spring con- 
ditions at the higher slopes, but 
the lower slopes had slushy snow 
and bare spots. It hardly seemed 
fair that at this same time, Berlin 
and northern areas were getting so 
much snow that schools were clos- 
ed and red alert conditions exist- 
ed. Meanwhile, we enjoyed the 
Sunshine and blue skies, 

There are no base lodges or ski 
shops as we know them. Gast- 
houses or restaurants are located 
near many lifts. Their balconies 
were colorful and busy on those 
sunny days. Private chalets and 
huts were frequently seen around 
the mountainside. With no ‘roads 
or snowmobiles, everything had 
to be skied. in by the owners, ap- 
parently. 

Ski-bobs were popular, especial- 
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ly among older people, Riding a 
vehicle similar to a small bicycle 
with skis instead of wheels and 
wearing short ski tips on their 
boots, they would hook a T-bar 
onto the handlebars for the ride 
up. On the trip down, they mean- 
dered all over the trail, 

Lift lines were like a cattle pen 
or a gang start in a ski race. Peo- 
ple walked over skis, cut off oth- 
ers in line, and moved into any: 
open space. There is no actual 
pushing—just fancy footwork and 


aggressive maneuvering, We found . 


Jift-line waiting to be a team sport:- 
sometimes a wedge play was suc- 
cessly; at. other times blocking 
was done by one while others ad- 
vanced. We decided we'd never ed- 
ucate the Austrian people, but we 
tried to smarten up a few of 
them! 

The views of endless snowy 
peaks and small villages with on- 
ion-domed churches far down in 
valleys never ceased to amaze us, 
The sky was so blue, and the air 
seemed free of pollution, 

Ski trails and lifts cover both 
sides of many mountains, so it is 
possible to ski great distances. Lift 
tickets are good for several areas 
and a ski map is a must. Without 
one you could end up many miles 
from the parking lot where you: 
left your car. Some of our group 
skied merrily to the bottom of a 
run only to find they were in the 
wrong town and had to scramble. 
to get back up the lift and get 
down the right side of the moun- 
tain. 

‘On Wednesday we found nearly 
perfect conditions at Flachau: sun, 
spring conditions, some light pow- 
der on side trails, and beautiful 
scenery. That day I took the cam- 
era along to record some of the 
scenery and people for the folks 
back home. ; P 

Unfortunately around midafter- 
moon I collided with an Austrian 
‘gal whose ski came up and frac- 
tured my tibia. A ride in an akiou 
or toboggan-an ambulance ride to 
the San Johann hespital—and my 
Austrian holiday souvenir was. a. 
toe to hip plaster cast. 


If there was any way to have| ' 


another chance at that split second 
on an Austrian ski slope which re- 
sulted in a broken leg, I’d be most 
grateful. However the damage is 
done and some of the events might 
be of interest. 

When it became obvious that 
I would not be able to ski down 
the mountain, my ski buddies sent 
for the equivalent of the ski pa- 
trol. As I was bundled into the ski 
toboggan with my left leg im- 
mobilized in an inflatable splint, 
the word “Krankenhaus” leaped 
out of the conversation around 
me. Knowing this meant “thospit- 
al’, I plead in vain with a loud 
“nein Krankenhaus”, and away we 
went down the mountain. A new 
fact soon presented itself: this set- 
vice is not free. The ride cost 200 


shillings, and I was delivered top. 
a waiting ambulance. (I later} °
